HIS LIFE ACROSS BAY 


Oakland Manager Called on 


Sweetheart and Then Took 


Dose 'of Poison. 


His 


SAN FRANCISCO, July lO.-rClaude N. 


Hubbard, general manager of the Oak- 
land, branch of -the Pacific -Refining and 
Roofing Company, took his, own lite at 
the home of Miss Amanda A. Hanford, 
at the Gage, 428 Geary street, Saturday 
ni^ht. The cause of death was an over- 
dose of an opiate. 


Hubbard, whose father is a wealthy. 


banker living in Texas, had been pay- 
Ing attention to Miss Hanford for some 
time, and whether his act was. [ha re-. 
suit of a lovers' quarrel, or whether it 
was. an accident 
having an origin in 


Hubbard's befuddled condition, .only the 
Coroner's Inquest can decide. Miss Han- 
ford" says Hubbard was under .the in- 
fluence of absinthe when he called on 
her.Saturday evening, and that one of 
.the- things she said to him before .bid- 
ding him good night was to bq careful 
not to take' too much of the ' sleeping 
potion. 


She also begged him not to turn on 


the gas without lighting it, which would 
seem' to indicate 'that the young lady 
entertained for some reason a- fear that 
her visitrfr would seek to terminate his 
existence before morning.. Miss Hanford 
is young and pretty'and of an exceed- 
ingly vivacious temperament. She is -a 
special correspondent for Cpllier'.s .Week- 
ly and is possessed of an exceptional 
education. 
When 
seen yesterday she 


was. evidently laboring undGr suppressed 
•excitement, her. condition..as she spoke 
of the demise of her lover indicating an 
imminent attack .'of hysteria. 


SENT.A TELEGRAM. 


"He telegraphed -me. he was coming," 


she said, "and asked me to' be sure and 
be at.home. He came last night at half 
past seven in a cab. I met him at th'e 
door and soon saw he had. been drink- 
ing. 
He said he had been taking ab- 


sinthe for several • days. 
He sometimes 


•used to do things like that, but usually 
he was perfectly sober. He told me not 
to let mamma see that he was: drunk. 
I Said, 'Oh, she'll think you are sick.' 
Then I tried to get him to take a se- 
dative. He said he didn't need it, but 
I coaxed him and asked him to take it 
as a favor. 
'All right, I'll take it for 


your, sake,' he said, and I managed to 
get. him to drink a. full glass. • Then he- 
seemed to feel bettor. 


"He went upstairs to bed at a little 


after midnight. His nerves were dread- 
fully racked by the absinthe, and he 
said he -was going to take some medi- 
cine. He had a bottle in his pocket la- 
beled 'Papirte,' which he' told me con- 
tained a mixture of opium and that he 
•was going to take a dose -to make him 
sleep. I told him to be. careful, not to 
take too -much, and ho said, 'Oh, you 
trust that to me.' Then I tried'to-hide, 
the bottle under his pillow, but he saw 
me and wouldn't let me. I was careful 
to ""see" that the gas jet' was all right, 
and the last thing I .said to him was, 
•Now, be careful and lock .your door.' " 


HE TOOK WINE. 


It appears from the evidence of other 


members of the household that Hubbard 
had a small glass of wine out of a pint 
bottle which Samuel Miller, one of the 
roomers at the Gage, bougnt during the 
evening, and which Miss Hanford, Mrs. 
Rattan. Hubbard and Miller all sampled 
before going to bed. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning Miss 


Hanford, becoming worried because Hub- 
bard did not make his appearance, went 
to his room and knocked. ; There was no 
response,' and- the young woman called 
to her mother, who unlocked the door 
and went in. The body of Hubbard was 
lying, fully dressed,. across the bed, and 
the bottle of "Paplhe," which had been 
full the night before, was empty by his 
side. 
"With a scream, the Hanford girl 


sprang forward and took th°e silent form 
by the hand.

his .hand," said Miss Hanford yesterday.

Miss Hanford is the daughter of Mrs. 


Rattan by a former marriage, her'father 
having died. 
Until recently she lived 


with her mother at 
1002 Geary street. 


Though, her 
stepfather 
is alive, 
her 


mother runs the Gage without his as- 
sistance. 


When the Coroner searched the body 


of the dead man he discovered one of 
Miss- Hanford's. cards, bearing. the ad- 
dress 738 Mission street, a place which 
Mrs. 
Rattan says -she knows nothing 


about. 
On the card were tile following 


memoranda, written in lead pencil: "338 
Polk, between 1 and 2 o'clock." "Aman- 
da." ' "Brown 38 Tel." 
These seem to 


refer to appointments. 


There was also the card of Florence 


Williams, 139 Taylor street, among the 
effects. : The-address given is that-of- a 
transient rooming.house. No money was 
found on Hubbard. 


Before retiring.he bad given Miss Han- 


ford $20.46, all the money, he had. She 
says she was' to- keep it for him. ' It is 
still In her possession. . Late yesterday 
afternoon his '• empty 
pocket-book was 


found back of a lounge in a parlor of 
the Gage. 


A post-mortem examination was held, 


and the stomach, as well as the bottle 
which had contained the fatal mixture, 
are now in the hands of a chemist. The 
directions upon the bottle give a table- 
spoonful as the proper dose for an adult. 
Hubbard must have taken about two 
ounces.

ftay's Title to Remembrance. 


, , John Hay was a typical illustration of the polyglot stock of the 
average American. In his veins ran Scotch, English, German and 
French strains, and he' probably had some admixture of Irish and 
Dutch in his make-up. Like Roosevelt he was half a Southerner, his 
father being from Kentucky. . In a speech at a banquet of the Ohio 
Society in New York in 1903, Mr. Hay .drew this exquisite pen picture 
of himself: 


"A distinguished American," he said, "some time ago leaped into 


Unmerited fame by saying, 'Some me are born great—others are born 
in Ohio.' This is mere pleonasm,'for a man who is born in Ohio is born 
-,great. I can say this as the rest of you cannot without the reproach 
of egotism, for I have suffered all my life under the handicap of not 
having been born in that fortunate Commonwealth. Indeed, when I 
look back on the shift;ng scenes of my life,-if I am not that altogether 
deplorable creature, a man without a country, I am, when it comes. 
to pull and prestige, almost equally bereft, as I am a man without a 
.State. I was born in Indiana, I grew up in -Illinois, I was educated in 
Rhode Island, and it is no blame to that scholarly community that I 
•know so little. I learned' my law in Springfield and my politics in 
1 Washington, my diplomacy in Europe, Asia and-Africa. I have a 
farm in ,New Hampshire and desk room in the District of Columbia. 
When I look to the springs from which my blood descends, the first 
ancestors I ever heard of were a Scotchman who was half English and 
a Germa woma who was half French. Of my immediate progenitors 
my mother wac from New England and my father was from the South. 
In this bewilderment of origin and experience I can only put on an 
aspect of deep humility in any gathering of favorite sons and confess 
that I am nothing but an American." 


It is said that Mr. Hay was rather ashamed of his "Pike County 


Ballads" in the later years of his life, but we are of the opinion that 
.nothing he ever wrote will live longer in literature, They are crude 
and somewhat vulgar it is true, but they are racy of the soil and the 
time, and they sing a song timed to the rude chivalry of a bold and 
virile period. They are sagas of a hardy stock with ideals as noble as 
aimated the Kights of the Round Table. iThe red blood of a true 
manhood leaps through these lays. It will be long before "Jim 
Bludso," "Banty Tim" and "Little Breeches" cease to stir the pulses 
and kindle the ardor of imagination. 


Mr. Hay has written more ambitious works—-more graceful verse 


—but he has written nothing that so nearly totiches.the hearts of men. 
His "Life of Lincoln," while a valuable and interesting work, is now 
conceded not to be history in the true sense. Rather it is a rich fund 
of material for the future historian and biographer, but nevertheless a 
painstaking ad conscientious contribution to literature. 


Mr. Hay's claim to distinction as a diplomatist, taking the wocld 


over, will probably rest on his preservation, of the autonomy of China 
at a moment when the dismemberment of the Empire seemed inevit- 
able. Just as the cabinets of Europe had about reached the conclusion 
that the solution of the Far Eastern question lay in the dismember- 
ment of China, and events were hastening to that result, Mr. Hay 
intervened and averted the partition of the most ancient empire in the 
world. It was a momentous stroke of statecraft, which will be felt 
for many generations to come. By reason of that successful coupe the 
United-States wields today a commanding influence in the Orient. 


However, Mr. Hay's record of achievement is long and brilliant 


excluding his victory in the Chinese affair. The Alaska boundary, 
Samoa, The Hague Conference, South America, the Panama Canal, 
the Morocco question, the redress of Christians in Syria, the protec- 
tion of Jews in Roumania and many lesser questions afforded a wide 
field for his talents and activity, and in dealing with none of them did 
his statesmanship fall below the high water mark of diplomatic genius.

Even within-the city limits

andro road that "scorching" is practiced to the greatest extent The 
accident yesterday was the direct result of the, reckless and illegal 
manner in which automobiles are driven. This defiance of law must 
be checked somehow. 
It is making the principal highway of the 


county a terror to people who are compelled to use it in the daily 
occupations of life. The worse offenders are non-residents( of the 
county, but some citizens of Oakland and vicinity show almost equal 
contempt for law and the safety of "others/" As'a rule persons who 
drive motor cars at a dangerously high rate of speed are merely out 
pleasuring, while the people they frighten and endanger are attending 
to some useful and necessary business. 'Thus *.ther inhabitant who 
pays for the maintenance of the road'fin'ds the law impotent to protect 
him in its use for business purposes against its illegal monopoly by 
non-residents, who are merely out for a good-time regardless of con- 
sequences. Unless car owners mend their .waySj .and show more re- 
spect for, the law and the rights of others, itjvill becorne, necessary for 
the county authorities to take drastic measures for the protection of 
the public.

The Marchioness of A'ngelesey was Lilian, daughter of Sir George Chet- 


wynd, and her marriage to the late Marquis in 1898 was merely, a matter of 
financial convenience, he being twenty-two and she seventeen years old. 


Within a month after the marriage the pair quarrelled. It was declared, 


rightly or wrongly, that young Princess Hohenlohe, who was a daughter of 
Count Hatzfeldt and who was exceedingly intimate with the Marchioness, 
sought by every means possible to secure a complete separation, desiring 
the marriage of her brother and the bewitching noblewoman. 


The influence seems to have been all-powerful,

Rev, Potter Tells of 


His Work in West 


Oakland Yards. 


Saw Many Things of 
Interest to Members 


of Congregation.

yards, wiping engines and doing the 
•work of a .common laborer that he

;;might learn from experience what the 
iUfe of the railroad man is, the Rev. 
/.Dwight E. Potter, pastor of the "Union- 
i "street Presbyterian- Church, last night 
\greeted the members of his congrega- 
tion again and told, them of his exper- 
iences while engaged in "breaking in'1 


At the shops. 


That great interest has been arousad 


J>y the fact that Rev. Mr, Potter has 
endeavored to gain a knowledge of the 
Jlfe of the workingman by experience 
yras manifested 
by the fact that a 


large part of the congregation 
was 


composed of the men with whom the 
pastor has worked as a comrade for 
the last two days, all being eager to 
hear him tell of his work in the shops. 


IN THE SHOPS. 


In the course of his address the Rev. 


Mr. Potter said: 


"In my work in the railroad shops I 


have learned many things which arc 
new to me, and which I think will be 
new to you. I have learned that over 
each of these shops hovers an unseen 
ideal—a perfect model, and that the 
constant endeavor of the men employ- 
ed in the different 
branches of the 


work, is to, as nearly as possible ap- 
proach this ideal in their work. 


"When I reported for work oh the 


first night, I was set at tie task of 
wiping engines, under the direction of 
a man who did not know that I was 
other than what I seemed, an ordi- 
nary "new "hand," and I was treated 
exactly as any other man would bd 
treated in the same position. I was 
told what to do and the boss jaw that 
I did as I was told. And I found out 
before long that the first thing to 
learn in railroading is to obey orders, 


IN THE PIT. 


"Later I was directed to help one of 


machinists In repairing engine No. 


09 and in this work I carried one end 


heavy breakbeam, and I tell you 


at it was so heavy that it taxed my 


Arength and made me feel that I was 
lot as good a railroad man as I had 
thought. I then crawled into the pit 
'eneath the locomotive and helped to 
et the beam in place, my part of the 
'ork being to drive in the pin which 
eld the bolt of the connecting rod. 
Jow this may seem unimportant, but 
ft was not so, for had this pin chanced 
to have come out, the bolt might have 
fallen out, and this woulfl have allow - 
. e<3 the rod to drop, and if this'should 
happen at a critical time, the engineer 
would .be unable to stop his engine. 


"And just as the little things of a 


locomotive are important, so are the 
little things of our lives. We should 
strive like the machinist to follow as 
nearly as possible the perfect model 


given us by God, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
' 


"I "have found that for every piece 


of work done in the railroad' shops 
there is a pattern which originates m 
the brain of some man who has in his 
mind the great unseen ideal of a per- 
fect locomotive or car, and that the 
constant endeavor of the workman is 
to approach as nearly as possible to 
this ideal. 


THE DEPOTS. 


"You probably do not know, and I 


am sure that I did not until I went 
to work in the shops, that all of the 
depots erected on the Southern Paci- 
fic system are built in the Oakland 
shops. This, however, is a fact, and 
I found that before a stroke of work 
is done on the construction of these, 
blue prints of each part of the work 
must be prepared, and it is from these 
that the work is done, and the design- 
er of these depots has in his mine! 
an ideal of a perfect depot, although 
in this, as in everything else in the 
present condition of the world, perfec- 
tion Is impossible. 


"I also learned that when the cars 


come into the yards they are not al- 
lowed to go out again until they have 
been inspected and if the 
slightest 


thing is found to be wrong, a shop tag 
is placed on them and no trainman 
dares to move them until they have 
been repaired.- How many of us ara 
there who are sadly in need of shoj 
tags, that we may cone to God's re- 
pair shop, the church for correction of 
our spiritual faults and imperfections. 


"The perfect church is the great un- 


seen ideal of God, and he desires that 
men shall shape their lives like that 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who is the 
pattern of the .perfect man. 


"When any part of a car or a> loco- 


motive becomes unfit for further ser- 
vice, it is thrown on the scrap pile and 
this to me brings the thoughts of the 
many men who by their own acts, 
their own disregard of the teachings 
of God, are turning their faces to the 
scrap pile of humanity., The scrap pile 
is the graveyard, and to me the most 
pathetic point in all railroad yards, 
and the sight of the useless material, 
once bright and glittering, now aban- 
doned to rust and decay, brings 
the 


thought of the, hundreds of men who 
by dissipation and sin are fitting their 
bodies for.the scrap pile of the flesn, 
and their souls for hell, the scrap pile 
of the soul. 


"Let us then, before it is too late, 


heed the shop tag of the great inspec- 
tor, and come into the church of th< 
repair shop of God, that he may shape 
our lives after the 
pattern he has 


drawn for man, 
our 
savior, 
Jesus 


Christ."

JEWELRY STOLEN FROM 


GIRL IS RETURNED 


Mystery Deepens in Case Which 
Completely Puzzles Berkeley Police 


==Sleuths Tangled Up. 


BERKELEY,, July 9.—Additional de- 
tails regarding- the disappearance last 
Saturday of diamonds and other jew- 
:elry valued at about 52000, from fie 
home of Henry Rosve, on University 
Terrace but add to the mystery of the 
affair which mystery was deepened by 
the announcement of Mr. Rowe yester- 
day that the jewelry had all been re- 
turned. 
Instead 
of simplifying 
the 
case, however, this announcement of 
-the contractor's added to the strange 
•features of an already strange case.1 
The office force of the marshal's office 
confessed itself at sea in the case, be- 
ing: apparently unable to advance a 
theory that would help to clear up the 
mystery. 


It is now hinted that the Rowes sus- 


pected some friend of Miss Geraldine 
Rowe, who is said to have worn the 
Jewels w*hen they' were stolen or lost, 
and it was because o£ a desire to exert 
pressure upon the suspected friend or 
intimate of the family that so muca 
secrecy was observed in the matter 
from the beginning. 
From 
chance 


words dropped by the Rowes, in their 
conversations regarding the diamond 
robbery, it is now believed that a 
kleptomanias friend took the 
jewels 


from the girl, or secured them from the 
Rowe house, after observing them on 
Miss Rowe's person. Those who hold 
this theory declare it is plausible when 
.taken in connection with the attempt 
made to hush the matter up first in the 
Marshal's office, then 
in 
the 
Rowe 


household, and now by the announce- 
ment of Mr. Rowe that the jewels have 
been returned, that they are safe under 
lock and key, and that "there is noth- 
ing more to be said about the case." 


Saturday 
Henry 
Rowe 
informed 


Deputy Moran. through J. T. Farrar. 
that jewelry aggregating in value $2000 
had been stolen from tile Rowe man- 
sion on University terrace. 
Now hs 


denies that ho put any such value upon 
the articles, that they were worth at the 
most only a few hundred dollars. 
To 


the 
marshal's 
.representatives, Mr. 


Rowe said that his theory of the rob- 
bery was that thieves in San Francis- 
co.had seen his daughter wear the jew- 
els, had followed her to the house on 
University terrace, learned that her 
home was there, and later had made 
the haul. 


Now Mr. Rowe denies that he ever 


entertained such a notion, or held such 
a theory, or had communicated such an 
idea to the marshal's office. 
The the-x! 


ory in question was expressed by Mr. 
Rowe to Deputy Farrar. 
When told 


today that Rowe had repudiated the 
statement," Farrar expressed 
amaze-1 


ment, and then declined to further dis- 
cuss the matter. Despite the fact that 
Rowe says the jewels have been re- 
turned to his home, no notification to 
this effect has been sent to the mar- 
shal's office by Rowe, and the mar- 
shal's men are busily at work on the 
mysterious case. 
The police in San 


Francisco have been given a list of 
the jewels and supposedly have search- 
ed the pawnshops in the city for the 
jewels, not having- been informed as 
yet 
that 
whoever 
removed 
the 


jewels from Miss Rowe's person, or 
from the Rowe house, have returned 
them. 


When Rowe was interviewed about 


the robbery Saturday he evaded ques- 
tions, and said he might be able to 
"clear it all up by Tuesday." Now he 
believes he has cleared it up, 48 hours 
after the original notification' to the 
police of the ro»bery. with his an- 
nouncement of the'return of the valua- 
bles. 


In the absence of Marshal "Vollmer, 


who is out of the 
county, 
the case 
seems to have been put into a sad tan- 
gle, through the loss by the office force 
of the marshal,of the list if stolen arti- 
cles. 
The list was taken down by 


Deputy Farrar, and a copy made and 
turned over to Deputy Moran, who is 
in charge while Vollmer is away. The 
memoranda from which the office copy 
was made out *was thrown into the 
waste basket, and the list itself has 
disappeared, according to Deputy Mo- 
ran. 
Moran 
suspected, apparently, 


that the list had been taken without 
the authority from the office, though by 
whom he would not say. 


From the memoranda he possessed, 


Deputy Moran read oft" to newspaper 
men such data as was contained on the 
paper. 
According to this data, the 


jewelry stolen included a gold wed- 
ding ring, a gentleman's scarf pin, a 
number of diamond rings, a brooch, a 
necklace, and 
minor articles. 
The 


jewelry represented :by this data was 
estimated to be worth $1635. 


Miss Geraldine Rowe, the daughter 


who is supposed at some time to have 
worn the jewels,.so that through this 
wearing of them, the valuables were 
lost, is now in Larkspur. The father 
now denies that she wore them, though 
he Informed the police otherwise. 


The result of the entire perplexing 


affair is that persons hest informed be- 
lieve an associate 
or 
friend of the 


Rowe girls took the jewelry, became 
frightened when the matter was re- 
ported, and returned the articles, the 
Rowes now desiring- to have the whole 
affair dropped.

SAN LEANDRO, July 10.—Despite the 


unusually heavy crop of apricots In the 
neighborhood of this place, it is .pre- 
flicted that the farmers -will not make 
so much as they did last year, when the 
yield was the smallest for years. 
The 


prices have gone far below thbss of for- 
mer seasons, and it will not be worth the 
money to pick tij3 poorer grades of the 
fruit. 
Only $20 is the highest amount 


offered per ton by the buyers. Last sum- 
mer they paid from $30 to 145. 
Tha torrid wes.Uier of the last lew 
days Is having an unexpected effect on 
the apricot crop. 
Much of the fruit is 
beins literally cooked by the tropic heat, 
which 
is at 
times over 
106 degrees 


Fahrenheit. The outer layers next to the 
skin ripsn more rapidly than the inner 
ones, and will cause a lot of the fruit to 
be wasted. 
The Hunt Brothers' Cannery at Hay- 
wards is running,full blast. Last week 
the hands started to work on peaches, 
and a very fine grade of fruit Is coming 
in. The canneries will have a successful 
season 
notwithstanding the 
dearth of 


cherries • which put them back consider- 
ably.

that in point of cost, the advantages 
are all in favor of winter irrigation, 
since creek water is cheaper and more, 
plentiful and, labor is saved, because 
less cultivation is required after each 
irrigation, in winter than is required 
after irrigation in summer. 
In con- 


sidering the losses by evaporation and 
percolation, there is no decided net 
gain either way. 
Much of the water 


applied in 
summer from 
pumping 


plants is lost -by evaporation, while 
very-little, if any, drains :from" the 
soil. On the other hand, a large part 
is absorbed by the trees. In winter ir- 
rigation, however, the rate of evapor- 
ation is much less, but the time dur- 
ing which it-acts'Is very much greater. 
Also, much of the water applies In the 
rainy, season. drains, away before tne 
trees are. able to 'make use of it.

Monks, a .famous Confederate spy, who 
met her death by drawing in Boulder 
Creek Saturday evening, was held by 
Coroner Morgan at JBoulder Creek yes- 
terday. 


After 
hearing 
the 
testimony of 


Banker Robert McMullen, son of J. C. 
McMullen, of Oakland. Charles Gray, 
the husband of the dead woman, an-3 
Dr. Moffatt, the jury rendered a ver- 
dict to the effect that Mrs. Gray came 
to her death by a fall from a high, un- 
protected bridge by reason of her horse 
taking fright at McMullen's automo- 
bile, 
becoming 
unmanageable, 
and 


falling off. The cause of the accident 
Is laid almost wholly to the condition 
of the road, and McMullen and 
hid 
party ,who were returning from the 
Big Basin Park in the automobile, are 
exonerated from blame. 
. 


• The jury also recommended that the 
Supervisors at once remedy the con- 
dition of the mountain roads by pro- 
viding proper railings on grades and 
bridges, in order to prevent such fa- 
talities as that which took place on 
Saturday. 
Mrs. Gray's death was due both to 


concussion of the irain and drowning 
she having fallen down a very steep 
bank into the river. 
McMullen swam 


Into the river, and, aided by the dead 
woman's husband, brought her body to 
shore, where she lived for fifteen min- 
utes. 
Mrs. Gray is said to have been 53 
years of age, and was married to her 
last husband in June, 1904, at Santa 
Cruz. She was formerly Mrs. Amanda 


Monks and in her younger days was 
one of the most beautiful women in. 
the State. She preserved her fine fig- 
ure and good looks to the last. She 
had a most romantic history, having 
served as a spy with the rebel army 
for two years. She came to Livermore 
with her husband at the close of the 
Civil War, and later moved to tie San- 
ta Cruz mountains. 


Mrs. 
Monks was the cause of a fatal 


shooting affray in Ben Lomond thir- 
teen years ago, for which William Bul- 
locks is 'serving a life sentence in San 
Quentin prison. 
In December, 1832, 


Mrs. Monks was keeping house for 
David Walker, -between 
whom 
and 


some of the neighbors there was much 
bad blood, due, it is said, to jealousy 
of Walker on the part of other admir- 
ers of Mrs. Monks. 
One day, while 


Walker and Mrs. Monks were sitting 
in their home playing cards, Walker 
was shot through the heart with a rifle 
bullet from the open door. 
Bullocks 


was found guilty, and James 
Burns 


was charged with complicity, but la- 
ter acquitted. 
The evidence showed that 
either 


Bullocks or Burns, it was not clear 
which, .stood against the house, while 
the other steadied a rifle on: his shoul- 
der, with' which to take aim at Walk- 
er.Mrs. Monks had been the cause of 
several other quarrels between her ad- 
mirers,1 hut this ivas the most serious 
case/ 
Notwithstanding all this, hers 
was a very strong character, and she 
commanded the 
respect 
of all who 


knew her. 
The accident has aroused the people 


o£ the county to the necessity of full- 
er protection 
for 
travelers 
on the 


mountain roads, many of which are al- 
ready provided with guard rails at 
dangerous points.

LIVERMORE HILLS 


Twenty-two square miles of territory 


are being swept by a fire that is raging 
In the hills south of Livermore. Hun- 
dreds of acres of grazing land are being

devastated and ranches are being threat- 
ened by the flames. Hundreds of the 
ranch owners are working to save their 
property and check the spread of the 
fire. 


The blaze started on Crane Ridge, in 


the Motho Creek region, south of Liver- 
more. 
The - country, parched and 
dry 


from the long-continued hot weather, 
was like tinder, and the fire spread with 
wonderful 
rapidity. Over 
the 
Crane 


Ridge to the east and south it spread. 
Up toward Buckeye hunting lodge and 
over into Corral Hollow Creek it worked 
its way eastward and down Lone Tree 
Canyon it swept into San Joaquin county 
and out toward the San Joaquin Valley. 
Fortunately for the people of Livermore 
Valley the wind carried it away from 
Livermore and into a section that is not 
ao thickly populated. While the damage 
done is great, the loss of property would 
have been tremendous had the fire been 
carried into the grain fields and vine- 
yards of the Livermore section. 


A camp fire left by careless hunters is 


supposed to have been the cause of the 
conflagration, and the stockmen who have 
had their grazing lands burnt over and 
have lost cattle by this, fire are looking 
for the ones who caused the trouble. 
The stockmen of tills section have an 
organization 
that "is 
banded against 


hunters, for every year a fire of this 
kind is generally started through crimi- 
nal carelessness' upon the part of hunt- 
ers. 
These fires not 
only injure the 


feed, but cause a great loss to stock, 
the young cattle meeting death in the 
flames. The extent of this loss is never 
definitely known, even by the owners of 
the stock, and this fire, covering such an 
area, is bound to be an unusually dam- 
aging one.

"I fail to see how the complainants can 
make out a case of boycotting. The men 
who distributed the cards did not speak 
to the customers of the eating houses, 
nor did they seek to prevent the entrance 
of anyone to the 'unfair' eating houses. 
What they did was to advertise other 
restaurants, which is certainly legitimate. 
We anticipate no difficulty in getting the 
injunction denied."

Thei; found it in the basement 
of the Courthouse, where they had been 
sent yesterday morning to clean the place. 
Russell spied several cans of it, saw the 
word alcohol on the cans, and, not know- 
ing that wood alcoLol was poison, tasted 
of it. 
The .taste pleased . him, and, to- 
gether with Ferguson, he filled a bottle 
with the poison, hid it -under his coat, 
and when they were back in their -cell 
they drank the entire contents. 
Shortly after 2 o'clock in the morning 
Jailer Charles Daly heard RusselJ groan- 
ing- and yelling in agony. Ferguson was 
able to speak, and he told the jailer what 
they had done. A physician, was immedi- 
ately .summoned, and powerful emetics 
were applied, but without success on Rus- 
sell, for he died early *in the morning. 
Ferguson was also treated promptly and 
with ultimate success.
